under the starvation system.” We 
have no doubt of it, for the range 
System is very wasteful of space 
and requires the devotion of an 
unnecessary area to the support of 
each animal, and is at the same 
time only capable of producing an 
inferior grade of beef. And while 


land which is incapable of receiv- 
ing any sort of cultivation, and can 
only be Otilized tn this way, there 
are many localities where better 
aggregate results can be achieved? 
if not in the number of Cattle 
grown, at least in their quality and 
total money value, by cultivating 
such portions as can be cultivated 
and raising gcod stock foods and 
suffering the really arid portions 
to remain in the undisturbed pos- 
session of the prairie dogs. But 
it is not only to Colorado that See- 
retary Metcalf’s observation ap- 
plies. The “starvation plan” is 
practiced (in a little di ferent way 
from the way it is applied in the 
range country) in regions a long 
distance east of Colorado, and 
much more generally than the pub- 
lic supposes, by people who raise 
cattle upon farms, and who have 
the facilities and should have the 
intelligence to follow better meth- 
ods. There are thousands. and 
thousands ot farms all over the 
country on which the cattle never 
receive a sufficient amount of foed 
except during the briet period 
when the pastures are in their 
flush, When hot and dry weather 
and continued grazing cut short 
the supplies here the cattle must 


situation, and it is only when the 
searcity of food becomes extreme 
that there is thought to be a neces- 
sity of supplementing it with 
something else, and even then the 
extra supplies are very often fed 
with a niggardly hand. Later on, 
the gleanings of the fields and the 
straw stacks are the reliance. . So 
that during a very large propor- 
tion of their lives the farm cattle 
exist in a state of semi-starvation, 
and it is no wonder that the mar- 
kets are at all times flooded with 
cattle of the most inferior des- 
cription. If the “starvation plan” 
were everywhere abandoned, and 
cattle were fed to the full require- 
ments of athrifty growing con- 
dition, there would be more profit 
found in the business of cattle- 
growing.

preme being, called Teotl,“ or God, 
whose greatness they described by the 
strongest and most ex pre sive terms, but 
they never represented him by images. 
He. was called by titles which meant, 
Ho who gives us life,” or, “He who 
embraces everything.” The great evil 
spirit was called by a name which mens 
Tue reasoning owl ;” he was opposed to 
Teotl, and was the enemy of the human 


race. “ . 7 * 

Next to Teotl was a gol whose 
name means, ne shining mirror; his 
images always representing him as hold- 
ing a mirror in his hand. It was an idol 
made of‘briitiant black marble, an l hav- 
ing a hideous face, In its ears were gold 
rings, a tube of erystal hunz from its 
lower lip, the hair was bound witha 
god cord, tuo breast and arms were 
covered with gold, in one hand wasa 
golden fan ornamented with feathers in 
the form of a mirror, tuo body was 

ainted black, and it was seated on a 
nch, with a mantle ot red cloth on 
which were embroidered skulls and 
human bones. — 

This is one of the prayers which the 
worshipp-rs olered to the god: .-- 

“Mignty God, thou who givest me life 
and wuose slave J am, grant we the su- 
. grace of giving me meat and 

ink; grant me, the enjoyment of thy 
clemeucy, that it may support mo in 
my labors and my wants. tiave pity on 
me who live sad, poor, and abandoned, 
and since I serve thee by sweeping thy 
temple, open to mo tho hands oi thy 


mercy. a 

The Aztecs added to the great number 
of their gods by making gods of tue sun 
and the moon. They F garded tobacco 
also as an incarnation ot female deity. 
They bad a god of tire, of the ar, of the 
sea, a god oi the year and of verdure, a 
goddess of the earth and of maize, a go! 
of hell, a god of war, a god of terror, of 
the chase, of fishing, of medicine, of 
wine, a goddess.of death, of flow of 
trickery, of old women, an two bundred 
and sixty to three hundred others which 
need not be named. a 

To these various gods the Aztecs 
erected many very costy anid richiy 
ornawented temples, whicu were render- 
ed very repulsive, by piles of human 
bones, and monuments made of human 
skulls, that once belonged to victims that 
had been sacr.ficed in ravi r't-s to these 
gods. Around one of these places at 
Tzompatli, a Spaniard, de Tapia, counted 
until ne says he had reached the enorm- 
ous number of 136,000 skulls, when he 
stopped counting. ee — 

There are not less than ten or fifteen 

Aztec temples which have been 
discovered, and in which human victims 
in vast numbers were saciificed to ap- 
pease their gods. From ruins that have 
been discovered, it is computed that 
there were not less than 2, 00 smaller 
temples of a similar character.
